REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

The  law  requires  the  School  Committee  to  report  annually  the 
condition  of  .schools  in  town,  an  1  to  make  such  suggestions  a* 
may  tend  to  advance  popular  education.  Sound  learning  is  ev- 
idently on  the  increase.  The  standard  of  scholarship  is  every 
year  ascending.  This  renders  it  difficult  to  obtain  capable  teach- 
ers lor  our  more  advanced  schools.  Lady  teachers  are  paid  from 
$30  to  $40  per  month,  and  yet  a.  supply  of  competent  instructors 
cannot  be  had.  This  is  an  encouraging  fact  for  those  who  are 
sincerely  interested  in  "Women's  Rights.''  In  this  towu,  lady 
teachers  are  paid  "•the  ?ame  wages  for  the  same  work,"  as  men, 
with  a  prejudice  in  favor  of  the  former.  A,  B,  ab,  teachers  are 
plenty,  hut  educated  and  intelligent  school  teachers  are  scan  ft 
and  oommaud  .high  wages.  This  is  a  suggestion  to  young  women 
who  propose  to  teach,  to  fit  themselves  for  the  work.  Lady 
teachers  who  barely  pass  an  examination  in  the  rudiments  of  an 
English  education  get  for  their  services  $5  or  $0  per  week,  and 
thai  is  far  better  than  they  do  with  the  needle,  while  educate! 
and  otherwise  competent  lady  teachers  get  from  $9  to  $12  per 
week  for' thirty  hours'  work,  which  is  about  as  much  as  the 
stoutest  man  can  jjet  for  sixty  hours'  unskilled  labor.  These 
facts  are  encouraging  to  young  women. 

This  has  been  a  peaceful  school  year.  The  Prudential  Com- 
mittees have  been  unusually  discreet  in  the  employment  of  teach- 
ers, and  the  schools  generally  have  been  a  success.  Six  younj; 
teachers  have  commenced  during  the  year,  giving  promise  of 
future  usefulness.  If  they  propose  to  continue  teaching  they 
ought  themselves  to  go  to  school.  Our  schools  now  demand 
something  more  than  barely  clearing  the  law. 

District  No.  1.  [Intervale.]  Prudential  Committee,  Heu- 
tv  Beau.  Eliza  A.  Doe  taught  this  school  both  terms,  to  the 
great  satisfaction  of  the  citizens  and  scholars.  At  the  examin- 
ation, the  school  room  was  tastefully  adorned  with  evergreens 
aucl  goldeu-hued  autumn  leaves  w rough  into  wreathes  and  flow- 
ers.
